The  Six  Standing  Managers  Announced  ASO  and  OTA  added  to  the  Committee. 

Besides  the  twenty-four  as  previously  decided,  the  Preparations 
Committee  /for  the  New  Structure  Movements  by  Premier  KONOYE/  was  re-  " 
inforced  on  23rd  with  two  additional  members,  Kozo  OTA,  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Peers,  and  Hisashi  ASO,  the  former  President  of  the 
SHAKAlTAlSHUTO  or  the  Social  Democrats,  making  a  total  of  twenty-six. 
This  was  announced  by  the  Cabinet  Chief  Secretary  TOMITA  at  noon  of 
the  23rd.  In  looking  into  the  personnel  appointed,  it  is  lacking  in 
lively  freshness  since  the  balance  of  power  among  the  various  circles 
had  been  taken  into  consideration,  but  the  advance  of  patriotic  and 
reformation  parties  are  noticeable.

The  Rushing  Forward  by  the  Managers  is  Expected 
The  Influence  of  Right-Wing  Vivid. 


Prince  KONOYE  has  finally  started  on  the  establishment  of  the 
New  Structure  and  has  sponsored  the  Preparatory  Committee.  Looking 
into  the  appointment  of  the  members,  it  is  noticeable  that  Prince 
KONOYE  has  placed  importance  on  the  following  two  points.  One  is 
that  since  tho  New  Structure  would  have  close  political  connection 
with  the  nev'  diplomatic  approach,  he  attached  importance  to  the  right 
wing  elements  as  the  former  East  Asia  Structure  League,  etc.  which 
have  been  advocating  high  handed  diplomacy  or  the  new  diplomatic 
approach.  *  He,  therefore,  in  order  to  take  these  elements  under  the 


wings  of  the  new  structure ,  appointed  Gen.  SUETSUGU,  Col.  HASHIMOTO 
and  Mr.  NAXANO  who  were  the  leaders  of  the  former  East  Asia  Structure 
League  together  with  Mr.  SHIRATORI  who  was  linked  with  them  diplo¬ 
matically.  The  other  is  that  the  Promier  picked  out  those  who  were 
strong  in  organizing  abilities  in  view  of  need  of  such  for  the  practical 
organization  of  the  New  Structure.  Under  such  idea  as  above,  he 
appointed  Mr.  AKITA  and  Mr.  ASO  from  political  parties  who  had  the 
actual  power  /of  control/  and  the  aooointment  of  OKAZAKI,  it  is  under¬ 
stood,  was  due  to  consideration  given  to  the  local  organizations  in  > 
order  to  have  their  ideas  reflected  upon  the  New  Structuro  as  thoy  were. 
The  adopting  cf  four  members  from  the  Press  circle  was  to  put  stress 
in  propaganda  and  education  of  the  idea  of  the  Now  Structuro  to  the.  poople 
throughout  the  different  classes. 


As  Standing  Managers,  Cabinet  Chief  Secretary  TOMITA,  Chief  of 
Legislation  Bureau  MURaSE,  Vice-President  of  the  Planning  Board  OEATA, 
Chief  of  Military  Affairs  Bureau  MUTO,  Chief  of  Naval  Affairs  Bureau 
ABE,  and  Ryunosuko  GOTO,  a  civilian,  will  look  after  the  actual  busi¬ 
ness  of  planning  at  the  Preparatory  Committee,  and  further  appointments 
of  young  capable  talents  from  different  circles  are  expected.  The 
participation  by  the  two  chiefs  of  Military  and  Naval  Affairs  Bureau 
was  demanded  by  the  propelling  organs  of  the  administration  and  was 
intended  for  full  absorption  of  military  influences,  which  are  the 
parties  responsible  for  the  settlement  of  the  Incident,  in  order  to 
have  their  ardent  desires  reflected  in  the  New  Structure  through  them. 
The  appointment  of  Mr.  GOTO  who  has  been  assisting  KONOYE  from  the 
very  beginning  of  the  movements  was  in  appreciation  of  his  persistent 
efforts  in  it  and  it  looks  as  if  the  Premier  is  considering  to  take 
the  brain  trusts  of  SHOWA  Study  Society  with  GOTO  as  its  nucleus, 
into  the  work  of  the  establishment  of  the  New  Structure  in  the  future. 


It  is  likely  that  KONOYE  is  relying  on  the  activities  of  the 
Managers  for  the  substantial  results  and  subsequently  the  establishr- 
ment  of  the  New  Structure  is  expected  to  be  driven  forward  by  the 
Managers  themsolves.

Committee  was  held  on  the  26th  from  1  p.m.  at  the  Premier's  Official 
residence  in  the  presence  of  Chief  Cabinet  Secretary,  TOMITA;  Director  of 
the  Legislation  Bureau.  MURASE;  Vice  President  of  the  Planning  Board, 
K03ATA;  Chief  of  the  Military  Affairs  Bureau  MUTO{  and  Chief  of  the  Naval 
Affairs  Bureau,  A3E. 

Preparatory  discussions  regarding  the  final  adjustment  of  the 
Declaration  for  the  New  Structure  to  he  announced  by  Prince  KONOYE  at  the 
first  General  Meeting  of  the  Preparation  Committee,  on  the  28th,  and  the 
agenda  and  the  procedure  for  expediting  the  proceedings  of  the  General 
Meeting  were  held  at  this  meeting.
